CHAMPLAIN’3 ASTROLABE. 


Interesting Relic of Discoverer Found 
In Canada. 


A telic which is of interest in con- 
nection with the Ghamplain tercen- 
tenary is the. astrolabe once owned by 
the explorer and lost by him, it is 
supposed, on his first journey up the 
Ottawa river in 1613. This curious 
reminder of the explorations of the 
brave and farsighted Frenchman . of 
three centuries ago was found in 1867 
in the county of North Renfrew, On- 
tario, near the river of the same name. 


CHAMPLAIN’S ASTROLABE. 


Perusal of Champlain’s narrative of 
his journeys makes it certain that he 


traveled over the portage road in 
which the astrolabe was found. It is 
supposed that he lost it furing the 
march of June 7, 1613. The astrolabe 
is one of the earliest instruments 
used in determining latitude. The 
diameter of this’ specimen is five and 
five-eighths inches. It is of plate 
brass one-eighth inch thick above, in- 
creasing to three-eighths inch below 
to give it steadiness when suspended. 
Its eircle is divided into single de- 
grees. The double bladed index has 
slits and eyelets in the projecting 
sights. By turning the index direct 
to the sun at noon so that the same 
ray could shine fully thiough both 
‘eyelets while the astrolabe hung free- 
ly the sun’s meridian altitude and 
aesainy the latitude of the place of 
observation could be taken within 
about a quarter of a degree. The date 
of 1603 is inscribed on the face of the 
astrolabe. It is in the possession of 
Samuel V. Hoffman of New York.

RAGING FOR THE PASS 


| VELLOWHEAD ROUTE DISCOVER: 


ED MANY YEARS AGO. 


Viscount Milton and Dr. Cheadle In 
1863 Spent Three Months Going 
From Edmenton to Kamloops 
Through the Narrow Cleft, In the 
Mountains—Severe Privations and 
Laborioub Travel. — 


From time to time thefe come out 
of the ‘west reports “regarding a race 
now going of between two great -rail- 
way systems, the goal. of which is the 
Yellowhead Pass. Each, it is said, is 
straining every nerve to be the first 
to locate and’ build ite line through 
that famous passage across the Rocky 
Mountains. In that passage there is 


| ample room and about facilities fot 


both so that the result of the race i» 
not of paramount importance. . The 
important thing is that here two trans 
continental railway systems propose 
crossing the Rocky ountains and 
striking the Pacific coast,at points far 
north of the existing British. Columbia 
This. means, not only new rail 
ways, but new areas opened to devel- 
opment and settlement. 

The Yellowhead Pass is not now en- 
gaging for the first time the attention 
of railway builders. Thirty years agu 
the Canadian Government caused ® 


‘ preliminary survey of the pass to be 


made, the intention then being to 
build through the pass the Govern. 
ment railway which had been prom- 
ised British Columbia wpon its en- 
trance into Confederation. A .ew 
years later the railway project was 
turned over to the present Canadian 
‘Pacific Co., and the latter, having se- 
lected Vancouver as its western ter- 
minus, naturally looked for a_more 
southerly passage throngh the Rocky 
Mountains. Kicking Horse Pass, the 
one in use to-day, was selected, and 
the Yellowhead Pass was left to en- 
joy a third of a century more of-soli- 
tude. But its solitnde has at length 
been broken upon. The engineers have 
come and taken their levels and driv- 
en their stakes. Close on their heels 
will follow the construction gangs. 
They will carry the highway of steet 
through the mountains, and soon 
these valleys and gorges will be re- 
sounding with the whistle of the loco- 
motive. 

The pass is heavily wooded. and the 
shadow of the forests and still deener 
shadow of mountain gorges hang over 
the greater part of its extent. It has 
changed very little since that sum- 
mer, forty-six years ago. when two »d- 
venturous -you Englishman, Vis- 
count Milton and Dr, Cheadle, accom- 
panied by an Indian guide and his 
wife and a very eccentric camp-fol/ 
lower, journeyed from gEdmonton to 
the Pacific slope by way of the Yel- 
lowhead Pass. 

It was a remarkable journe 
which the little party, toiling &hrovvh 
dense forests, wallowing alre-t 
impenetrable swamps and crossine 
on rafts turbulent rivers, endured 

at suffering and encountered erave 

angers. Their supply of food be- 
ame exhausted and it was onlv by 
illing and eating their miserable 
horses that they were able to sustein 
life until an Y[ndian camp on the 
Thompson River was reached. By a 
very narrow margin indeed did they 
escape a miserable death from starva- 
tion.. The two Englishmen wrote a 
graphic account of their journey and 
from its fascinating pages can here 
and there be gleaned descriptions of 
the Yellowhead Pass—especially in- 
teresting now that the pass is soon

of the Dominion, 

It was on June 3, 1863, that Milton 
and Cheadle ‘set out from Fort Ed- 
monton for the Yellowhead Pass, their 
plan being to cross the Rockies, enter 
upper British Columbia ahd then fol- 
low one of’ the rivers down to the 
coast. 

After days of weary travel they 
came in sight of the Rockies. “The 
prospect was a most glorious one,” 
wrote the travelers, “and most ex- 


| hilirating to us, who had lived so long 


in level country, and for the past 
three weeks had been buried in dense 
forests, which shut out every pros- 
pect, and almost the light of day. 
Ranges of pine-clad hills, running 
nearly north and south, rose in higher

In 
the same Issue of the newspaper was 
a second advertisement announcing 
the arrival of Signor Capitello Jum- 
pedo, “a surprising dwarf no. taller 
than a tobacco pipe.” who engaged to 
perform with and outdo the “bottle con- 


ner of shapes aud finally “opening his 
mouth wide and jumping down his 
own throat.” This feat, not without 
reason, Signor Jumpedo described as 
the “most wonderfulest wonder of all 


at.” 

The night set for this dual display 
of “wonderfulest wonders” found the | 
theater packed from roof to pit. But 
as the time passed and the curtain re- 
mained down catcalls and hisses be- 
gan to be heard. Then a man in the 
pit stood up and in a calm voice an- | 
nounced that if double prices were | 
paid the conjurer would get into a | 
pint instend of a quart bottle. At once 
the audience realized that they were 
being bhoaxed. Somebody threw. a 
lighted candle into a box. and this was 
the signal for a riot. Benches were 
torn up and boxes pulled down, while 
the timid rushed for the doors, with 
great loss of wigs, bats, swords and 
canes. Those who remained, re-en- 
forged by roughs from outside, com- 
pletely destroyed the interior of. the 
theater and finished up by dragging | 
the scenery into the street, where it | 
was buraed in a huge bonfire.
